Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD De Tweeling also known as Twin Sisters is classified as: 

Unrestricted: Suitable for mature audiences 16 years of age and over. 

The DVD contains a feature that was cross-rated by the Film and Video Labelling Body Inc. 
(Labelling Body) as unrestricted, with the recommendation that it is more suitable for mature 
audiences 16 years of age and over, with the descriptive note "Contains violence and sex scenes". 

Under Regulation 11(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations (1994), 
the publication must be submitted by the Labelling Body to the Classification Office if the 
Labelling Body makes an assessment that a trailer on the DVD is not "consistent in character" as 
defined in Regulation 3, with the main feature on the DVD. The DVD De Tweeling contains four 
trailers which advertise other features. 

The feature is a drama set in Germany 1926, spanning over a 60 year period and revolves around 
twin sisters, Anna and Lotte who are separated at the age of six when their parents die. Anna 
remains in Germany with her uncle and aunt who are farmers while Lotte is sent to live in The 
Netherlands with wealthy distant relatives. When the two reunite 10 years later, political diversions 
and personal beliefs create a large gap between them. 

One of the trailers entided Headrush contains content which is much stronger than that of the 
feature and the three remaining trailers. This trailer depicts brief images of drug-use, implied 
sexual activity, violence and cruelty and uses language that some viewers may find offensive. While 
some of these depictions are strong, they are mitigated by the trailer's brevity, which is just over 
one minute in length, and by the overall length of the feature which dominates most of the 
publication's running time. Therefore, the publication's existing classification of unrestricted, with 
the recommendation that it is more suitable for mature audiences 16 years of age and over is 
considered sufficient. The Classification Office has given this publication a new descriptive note 
"Contains violence, offensive language and sex scenes" to reflect the content in the feature and in 
the trailer.
